Will Bombard No More Cities 


in Venezuela Pending 


Peace Move, 


RECEIVES A PROPOSITION 


United States Will Not Abide 


the Blockade of All Ven- 


ezuelan Ports, 


London, Dec. 15.—The Associated 


Press has reason to believe that or- 
ders will or have been sent to the 
British commander in Venezuelan 
waters to take no further aggressive 
action at present, pending a decision 
being arrived at on the proposal for 
arbitiation. 


This came in the form of a proposal 


through the United States govern- 
ment to submit the claims of British 
and German subjects to arbitration, 
which Lord Lansdowne announced 
later in the day in the house of lords 
is "now under consideration by the 
British government." 


Lord Lansdowne added: 
"We are greatly indebted to the 


good offices of the United States min- 
ister at Caracas in obtaining the re- 
lease of the British and German sub- 
jects. He had no official information 
regarding the reported bombardment 
of Porto Cabello. 


Continuing, the foreign secretary 


said that since the parliamentary 
?aper giving the Venezuelan corres- 
pondence had been issued the gov- 
ernment had received from Minister 
Haggard a cabled summary of what 
purports to be Venezuela's reply to 
the British ultimatum. 
Therein 


Venezuela complains that no repara- 
tion was offered by Great Britain for 
the landing of marines or for the 
conduct of the British authorities of 
Trinidad, This dispatch closed with 
saying Venezuela represented that as 
tier treasury was exhausted it was 
impossible for the government to 


^t its debts for the moment, but 


directly peace was declared it would 
not be necessary to remind the Ven- 
ezuelan government of its obliga- 
tions. 


Lord Lansdowne's statement 
was 


drawn out by Earl Spencer, who re- 
ferred to the manner in which the 
foreign secretary recently "criticised 
and made sarcastic and jocular re- 
marks regarding that small country, 
Venezuela." The earl said he con- 
sidered it to be most unfortunate 
that the foreign secretary 
should 


have adopted a tone towards a coun- 
try with which negotiations were 
pending. 


It was learned this evening that 


the proposals now before the British 
government are the original pro- 
posals forwarded by Minister Bowen, 
but which now have received a strong 
support from the United States gov- 
ernment.

1898, Secretary Sherman formally re- 
corded a refusal to be bound by It. 
It ^appened that no American ship 
had occasion to enter a Cretan port 
during the brief period of time the 
blockade was in force so the issue 
was not made then, but in the pres- 
ent case with regular lines of Amer- 
ican steamers entering Venezuelan 
ports at short intervals, a test case 
may soon follow. 
It is within the 


legal right of the allies to close these 
ports, but probably this can be ac* 
complished without protest on our 
part only after a formal declaration 
of war. 
The hope is growing here 


that such a declaration can, after all, 
be averted owing to the energy with 
which Mr. Bowen has acted, 
Tho 


proposal of President Castro to the 
allied powers for a peaceful settle- 
ment was suggested by Mr. Bowen, 
and it came to the state department 
through his hands. It has been for- 
warded to London and Berlin through 
the embassies here and as both Great 
Britain and Germany havo heretofore 
professed a desire to settle the issues 
peaceably, it is hoped that they will 
avail of this opportunity. The pro- 
posal did not mention the method of 
arbitration, nor the limitations, and 
the point of doubt, which may pre- 
vent the acceptance of the scheme, 
is believed to be Castro's unwilling- 
ness to bind himself in advance to 
the recognition of the principle of lia- 
bility. He would leave the arbitra- 
tors to determine whether or not he 
is liable at all.

UNITED STATES MAY ACT. 
Washington, 
Dec. 15.—Minister 


Bowen has confirmed the press re- 
ports to th* effect that the guns of 
the allied ffeet which 
bombarded 


Puerto Cabello late Saturday after- 
noon were directed entirely at the 
fortifications and not at the town. 


Regretable as it was, this state- 


ment relieves the affair of the.first 
suspicion that it consitutecl a viola- 
tion of international law, in the fact 
that twenty-four hours' notice was 
not served of the bombardment, The 
requirement as to notice applies to 
unfortified or foitified towns where 
the fire must be directed upon the in- 
habitants and this v/as not the case 
at Puerto Cabello, so that whilo the 
officials here regret that the firing 
took place they have as yet no cause 
to protest. But it is now probable 
that the United States will break its 
attitude of inactivity in the event 
that an attempt is made to enforce 
the "peaceful blockade" toward an 
American ship. 
When the 
allies 


were considering the ways and means 
of bringing Venezuela to terms and 
a blockade of this character had been 
decided upon, the German govern- 
ment informed the 
United States 


that uhen the blockade was estab- 
lished it would turn back all ship- 
ping, though no effort would be made 
to seize the ships. The United States 
government made no response to this 
statement at the time (last year) not 
feeling called upon to do so before 
presentation,of an actual case. But 
now that tho blockade is sought to 
bo established/ Secretary Hay has in- 
formed the general government that 
American ships should not be inter- 
fered with in their trading, except 
the inhibition applies to all shipping, 
and further, the note indicates a dis- 
approval of stoppage at all, s ^

La Guaira. 


Venezuela's prop osition, through 


Minister Bowen, to submit the ques- 
tions iu dispute to arbitration has 
now been received here. The foreign 
office says this will not delay Ger- 
many's and Great Britain's measures 
previously decided upon. The offi- 
cials here do not indicate what will 
be the final decision in the arbitra- 
tion proposition, but it was appar- 
ently made too late to affect the gen- 
eral situation.

Argentina is not anxious to de- 


clare her attitude and will only do 
so, it is said, in the event that the

States 
should maintain a

between 
official representatives of 


the Venezuelan government and 
those of the Chilian republic in Val- 
paraiso, as well as with 'Buenos 
Ayres.

Charles W. Hand, secretary of the 


finance committee of the Presbyter* 
tan foreign mission board, occupied 
the pulpit at the First Presbyterian 
church Sunday morning and in the 
evening made an address at the Third 
church. 
At both churches he de- 


scribed the work of the board and 
gave some interesting figures as to 
what has been accomplished 
and 


what it is proposed to do in the coin- 
ing decade. Mr. Hand spoke in part 
as follows at the First church: 


"If Christ's command, 'Go ye into 


all the world and preach the gospel/ 
is not obeyed in the proper spirit, it 
is doubtful if the world will ever be 
converted to Christ. If the church 
is to rise to its responsibility and op- 
portunity, it must get behind this 
command to 'the heart of love that 
prompted the command. We must 
not forget Calvary In this work; we 
must not forget the cross. Can the 
favored nations of Christendom say 
that Christianity's benefits are for 
them aloneP Can we limit His power 
and love to ourselves? Can we take 
it merely that we can give it to our 
children? 


"Not long ago Dr. Ellen-wood came 


into my office and laid five twenty- 
dollar gold pieces on my desk and 
told me a story connected with the 
money. It had been saved dollar by 
dollar by a woman in poor circum- 
stances with which to be buried de- 
cently when she died. She had the 
money quite a while and felt that 
something should be done with it for 
the good of others, instead of having 
it idly by her, so she handed it to Dr. 
Ellenwood to be used for foreign 
missions, with the statement that the 
Lord had taken care of her while she 
lived and would take care of her 
when she died. Now that was sacred 
money, and all money the mission 
board handles is sacred money. 


"The Presbyterian board of foreign 


missions was first formed in 1831 in 
Pittsburg by the Fittsburg synod. 
Until 1862 it was merely a \Christian 
association, not recognized as a,cor- 
poration by the state* In that year a 
charter was obtained* 
The board 


consists of twenty-one members, of 
which eleven are ministers and <ten 
laymen. The ministers .are among 
the best known in the country and 
have charges in New York and vi- 
cinity. * The laymen are nearly all 
men prominent in the financial 
world, men whose time is very valu- 
able, yet who cheerfully give a part | 
of it to the work of the church. The 
board meets twice a month and there 
are frequent committee meetings be- 
tween 
times. 
The 
Presbyterian 


board is the oldest but one in the 
world, its predecessor in mission 
work being the Ancient and Honor- 
able Church Mission Society of Lon- 
don. 
The work of the board is done 


systematically and is divided up 
among a number of committeesv 
Probably the most important of these 
committees' is the finance committee, 
of which I am secretary, which is 
composed of five laymen. 


"The most arduous task of this 


board is the apportionment of funds 
among the different missions. There 
remain but four and a half months of 
{•he fiscal year, yet we must collect 
$650,000 in order to meet our obli- 
gations. We have requests for $1,- 
250,000. 
Now we could put our- 


selves on the safe side and appropri- 
ate say $750,000, but it would be 
disastrous to the cause. 
There are 


many native teachers and mission 
workers who work for almost noth- 
ing, but they must know where their 
living is coming from and it would 
be a blow to mission work if we could 
not pay them the little they get for 
their services. 


"We are often asked if we are not 


attempting the impossible. No, we are 
not. 
We Co not claim that every 


heathen will become a Christian in 
twenty-Aye years or less, but we do 
claim that every one will be given an

night while resisting three negroes 
who atempted a hold-up in his gro- 
cery store 
He succeeded in forcing 


the robbers to the entrance, and 
then, foiled in their design and inad* 
dened by defeat, they turned on him 
and fired three shots into his body. 
Death was instantaneous. The mur- 
der was witnessed 
' by 
Harvey 


Kletke, aged 17, a clerk in the store. 
The murderers are supposed to have 
escaped from the city on a freight 
train. 
/ 


Xletke, the boy clerk, was too ex- 


cited to give a connected account of 
the shooting until two hours after 
the murder. 
The murderers laid 


their plans well and selected an op- 
portune moment to execute them. 
The store and street were deserted, 
save for the proprietor 
uud clerk. 


One man remained on the outside to 
watch, and the other two, wlf>* re- 
volvers drawn and with the lower 
portion of their faces concealed by 
dark handkerchiefs, 
went 
inside. 


They ordered Koonsman and Kletke 
to throw up their hands. The latter 
obeyed, but Koonsman, thinking the 
unwelcome visitors were joking, only 
smiled. At the robbers1 second com- 
mand Koonsman realized the seri- 
ousness of his position, and getting 
a broom he ran toward the men, 
fighting 
them until the door was 


reached, when the fatal shots were 
fired. 


The murder of Mr. Koonsman was 


the climax to a week of violence 
among the negroes of South Bend. 
Last Sunday morning William Hum- 
lie, a colored man from Indianapolis, 
threatened to kill his sweetheart, 
Lydia King, in a lunch counter room, 
and was shot and severely wounded 
by Lawrence Brewington. Tuesday 
night Bert White shot Weisman 
Harris in a quarrel over a game of 
dice and later 
attempted to shoot 


Sergeant of Police 
Joseph Luther, 


who was sent to arrest him.

Will Bombard No More Cities 


in Venezuela Pending 


Peace Move, 


RECEIVES A PROPOSITION 


United States Will Not Abide 


the Blockade of All Ven- 


ezuelan Ports, 


London, Dec. 15.—The Associated 


Press has reason to believe that or- 
ders will or have been sent to the 
British commander in Venezuelan 
waters to take no further aggressive 
action at present, pending a decision 
being arrived at on the proposal for 
arbitiation. 


This came in the form of a proposal 


through the United States govern- 
ment to submit the claims of British 
and German subjects to arbitration, 
which Lord Lansdowne announced 
later in the day in the house of lords 
is "now under consideration by the 
British government." 


Lord Lansdowne added: 
"We are greatly indebted to the 


good offices of the United States min- 
ister at Caracas in obtaining the re- 
lease of the British and German sub- 
jects. He had no official information 
regarding the reported bombardment 
of Porto Cabello. 


Continuing, the foreign secretary 


said that since the parliamentary 
?aper giving the Venezuelan corres- 
pondence had been issued the gov- 
ernment had received from Minister 
Haggard a cabled summary of what 
purports to be Venezuela's reply to 
the British ultimatum. 
Therein 


Venezuela complains that no repara- 
tion was offered by Great Britain for 
the landing of marines or for the 
conduct of the British authorities of 
Trinidad, This dispatch closed with 
saying Venezuela represented that as 
tier treasury was exhausted it was 
impossible for the government to 


^t its debts for the moment, but 


directly peace was declared it would 
not be necessary to remind the Ven- 
ezuelan government of its obliga- 
tions. 


Lord Lansdowne's statement 
was 


drawn out by Earl Spencer, who re- 
ferred to the manner in which the 
foreign secretary recently "criticised 
and made sarcastic and jocular re- 
marks regarding that small country, 
Venezuela." The earl said he con- 
sidered it to be most unfortunate 
that the foreign secretary 
should 


have adopted a tone towards a coun- 
try with which negotiations were 
pending. 


It was learned this evening that 


the proposals now before the British 
government are the original pro- 
posals forwarded by Minister Bowen, 
but which now have received a strong 
support from the United States gov- 
ernment.

1898, Secretary Sherman formally re- 
corded a refusal to be bound by It. 
It ^appened that no American ship 
had occasion to enter a Cretan port 
during the brief period of time the 
blockade was in force so the issue 
was not made then, but in the pres- 
ent case with regular lines of Amer- 
ican steamers entering Venezuelan 
ports at short intervals, a test case 
may soon follow. 
It is within the 


legal right of the allies to close these 
ports, but probably this can be ac* 
complished without protest on our 
part only after a formal declaration 
of war. 
The hope is growing here 


that such a declaration can, after all, 
be averted owing to the energy with 
which Mr. Bowen has acted, 
Tho 


proposal of President Castro to the 
allied powers for a peaceful settle- 
ment was suggested by Mr. Bowen, 
and it came to the state department 
through his hands. It has been for- 
warded to London and Berlin through 
the embassies here and as both Great 
Britain and Germany havo heretofore 
professed a desire to settle the issues 
peaceably, it is hoped that they will 
avail of this opportunity. The pro- 
posal did not mention the method of 
arbitration, nor the limitations, and 
the point of doubt, which may pre- 
vent the acceptance of the scheme, 
is believed to be Castro's unwilling- 
ness to bind himself in advance to 
the recognition of the principle of lia- 
bility. He would leave the arbitra- 
tors to determine whether or not he 
is liable at all.

UNITED STATES MAY ACT. 
Washington, 
Dec. 15.—Minister 


Bowen has confirmed the press re- 
ports to th* effect that the guns of 
the allied ffeet which 
bombarded 


Puerto Cabello late Saturday after- 
noon were directed entirely at the 
fortifications and not at the town. 


Regretable as it was, this state- 


ment relieves the affair of the.first 
suspicion that it consitutecl a viola- 
tion of international law, in the fact 
that twenty-four hours' notice was 
not served of the bombardment, The 
requirement as to notice applies to 
unfortified or foitified towns where 
the fire must be directed upon the in- 
habitants and this v/as not the case 
at Puerto Cabello, so that whilo the 
officials here regret that the firing 
took place they have as yet no cause 
to protest. But it is now probable 
that the United States will break its 
attitude of inactivity in the event 
that an attempt is made to enforce 
the "peaceful blockade" toward an 
American ship. 
When the 
allies 


were considering the ways and means 
of bringing Venezuela to terms and 
a blockade of this character had been 
decided upon, the German govern- 
ment informed the 
United States 


that uhen the blockade was estab- 
lished it would turn back all ship- 
ping, though no effort would be made 
to seize the ships. The United States 
government made no response to this 
statement at the time (last year) not 
feeling called upon to do so before 
presentation,of an actual case. But 
now that tho blockade is sought to 
bo established/ Secretary Hay has in- 
formed the general government that 
American ships should not be inter- 
fered with in their trading, except 
the inhibition applies to all shipping, 
and further, the note indicates a dis-

'Relative to knockout blows the writ- 
er says in part: 


"In reading and talking about boxing 


one hears a great deal about knock- 
out blows. The nature of these blows 
is accurately described by their title. 
A knockout is a punch that renders a 
man unable to face his opponent for 
ten seconds or more, and it can be de- 
livered in various ways to various 
points of his anatomy. A knockout is 
generally delivered lo one of four 
points—the chin, the pit of the stomach 
or solar plexus, under either ear, af* 
footing the base of the brain, and over 
the heart. Most knockouts occur from 
the blow to the chin, 'The point of 
the chin1 is usually described as the 
landing place of n knockout of this 
sort, but in reality it is not to the point, 
but rather to cither side of the exact 
point that the blow strikes. This is not 
noticed by many people, but it is never- 
theless true that few knockouts reach 
the extreme end of the lower jaw, 


"From everyday descriptions it would 


seem to the uninitiated that knockouts 
delivered to tbe chin are very yiinful 
and that they are of long lasting ef- 
fect; but, on the contrary, the blow 
'derdens the senses completely, making 
itf'impossible to feel pain or ^realize 
^our condition. A knockout is as good 
an ancesthetic as ether or gas. The 
suddenness of the punch, which is not 
necessarily one of terrific force, is 
greatly responsible for the knockout, 
causing the upper part of the jawbone 
to jar the brain.

slight shock, a man struck in this man 
uer knows nothing until he begins to 
recover, when he hears a low buzzing, 
and all sounds seem distant

weak ones. Notice just what particu- 
lar modes of attack puzzle'him and 
that find him unprepared to guard; 
learn if possible the blows in which he 
places the most dependence, and also 
endeavor to ascertain as to whether he 
Is of n nervous temperament, one that 
tuny be easily \\oriied. 
When you 


have fathomed these points to the best 
of your ability, you will bo all tbe bet- 
ter prepared to follow an effective line 
of action. In sizing up a mnu in this 
.way it Is advisable to work your right 
—that is, outside of his left, thus keep- 
ing out of direct range of his right, 
With which lannci the most dangerous 
blows are usually lauded. This ma- 
neuver has been followed by many 
prominent lighters with good results.

"The blow under the ear is not a 


clean cut knockout It befogs the brain, 
and a man will stagger before falling. 
After his legs wabble from under him 
he may regain his feet in five or six 
seconds. An experienced man will in- 
variably stay down for,full nine sec- 
ends in order to recuperate as much as 
possible. The novice in hit enthusiasm 
is prone to scramble to his'feet as soon 
us he is able, regardless of consequen- 
ces; and rushes wildly at^tiis opponent, 
hardly knowing what'he is 'doing, only 
to meet another blow/ which 'is easily 
landed on a man in his weak-condition. 


*'The knockout to the pit of the stom-

BEING RECLAIMED. 


What Irrigation and the Date Pnlm 


Are Doing For That Arid Land. 
Fruit That Rival* the Product of 
Arabia—Future of the SoutUweat, 


Uncle Sam's fruit sharps In the de- 


partment of agriculture predict that in 
a few years the United States will pro- 
duce enough dates to supply the home 
demand. Already date cultivation has 
passed the experimental stage, and a 
croj of fine fruit has just been harvest- 
ed at Pheuix, Ariz. This harvest has 
been gathered for several #ears, with 
an increase each year. 


The Colorado desert with its vast rain 


less regions,its intensesummcr heat and 
dryatmosphereand the readiness of irri- 
gation in naany places from the Colorado 
and its many Arizona tributaries, aided 
by tlic water storage to bef is destined 
to rank as a second Sahara in the pro- 
duction of dates. Neither the alkali soil 
nor the alkali water hinders the thrift 
of the date palin. It is even claimed by 
some good judges that the alkali pro- 
motes the growth of the tree. It does 
look so, for some of the most vigorous 
trees are seen in soil that is white with 
alkali. No other fruit tree could endure 
a single season in such soil. 


The first date palms were brought to 


this country by the missionary fathers 
who accompanied the early Spanish 
pioneers in Mexico and 
California* 


Lower California is yet marked by 
aged palms of those days, but the 
fruit is valueless owing to the poor 
grade of trees. 


Several more recent attempts have ] 


been made to introduce the date palm 
in this country, but the only success 
has been that of the Arizona experi- 
ment station farm. These fruited trees 
are of the Egyptian variety. The trees 
first placed at the experiment station 
bore fruit the fourth year, producing 
a large and juicy date. 


It was not until the department of 


agriculture took up date culture with 
determination that any progress was 
made. Then it was that the University 
of Arizona and the experiment station 
farm offered to prepare a date garden 
for the reception of the shoots that the 
department of agriculture was select- 
ing for the shipment of 1899-1900, pro- 
vided the department would furnish 
the shoots of standard varieties from 
the orchards of the old world. 


An agreement was made, and in 1899 


a few shoots were secured from Jthe 
best date orchard on the Algerian coast 
and sent to the university and to the 
experiment farm. The following year 
a number of shoots of'the Deglet Noor

Taking the two most favorable date re- 
gions in the United States—Puenix, 
Ariz., and Fresno, CaK—and comparing 
these two regions with Biskra, their 
conditions stand in the following pro- 
portions: Fresno, 7; Phenix, 11; Biskra, 
13. It is seen that Phenix Is but two 
points off from Biskra, "the land of 
dates." When Phenix is used in this 
comparison, it means all of the Salt 
river valley and much of the surround- 
ing Colorado desert, embracing nearly 
3,000 square miles, 


Tho date palm Is not a desert plant. 


It will thrive in any country where the 
winters do not kill it. It can endure 
equally well the driest and the wettest 
climate, but it takes a dry and a very 
hot climate to raake the tree produce 
good fruit. An old Arabian proverb 
cays, "The date palm, the queen of 
trees, must have her feet in the run- 
ning water and her head Jn the burning 
skies/' This proverb Is the key to suc- 
cessful date culture.

capital and within about a year had 
paid off all his debts and acquired 
again an independent fortune.

England seems never to be entirely 


at peace. Always there appears to be 
fighting in some one of her colonies 
or dependencies. 
Her latest trouble 


with the Had Mollah, by which two 
British officers and a hundred men 
were slain, has aroused the foreign of- 
fice, and a punishing force has been 
sent to crusu that troublesome indi- 
vidual. 


General W. H. Manning, who will 


have charge of affairs in Soinaliland, is 
the principal military officer iu the 
foreign office and secretary of the pro- 
tectorate of Somaiiland. His familiar- 
ity with the land of the Mad Mollah 
augurs ill for the welfare of that fa- 
natic. 


Arabs describe as "Bar Agan," or the

President Roosevelt maintains the 


largest stable of any of his predeces- 
sors of recent years. His "string" in* 
eludes a couple of splendid jumpers, 
two carriage horses, two saddle horses 
for ladies, a polo pony and a diminu- 
tive "calico" pony. These animals are 
all the personal property of the presi- 
dent and are separate and distinct 
from the horses that are furnished by 
the government for the official use of 
the president. 


The president's favorite horse Is * 


Bleistein, who has a wide repufcition 
as a jumper. He Is a noble looking 
animal, being a pure bay, with a white 
star in his forehead.1 If President 
Roosevelt feels the need of some vigor- 
ous exercise, he calls for Bleistein and 
orders his Australian saddle to be 
placed on the horsed back. Then Tfhen 
the president gets into the country an 
exciting ride follows. 
Mr. Roosevelt 


invariably 
selects a rough 
course 


across country, including some pretty 
stiff jumps over ditches and fences. 


Bleistein is a noted jumper, having 


cleared the bars at six feet. Last spring 
the president was photographed while 
taking a 5 'foot 8 inch hurdle on Blel* 
stein at the Chevy Chase hunt course. 


Renown is the stable companion of 


Bleistein and is himself a jumper of no 
mean ability. He is a seal brown and a 
trifle larger than Bleistein. He gets 
over the rails at 5 feet 6 inches with- 
out much difficulty.

Mrs* Grant was born on the White 


Haven farm,- near St. Louis, Jan. 26, 
il&S6. Her father, Colonel Frederick 
Dent, was a planter with an estate 
by no'means large, but witfc high so- 
cial pretentious. He was the sou of 
that Captain George Dent who led 
the forlorn hope of Port Montgomery 
when it -was stoitmed by Mad An- 
thony Wayne.

On her husband's salary of $600 a 


year and with four children to sup- 
port Mrs. Grant's position was not 
enviable. She had to do all of her 
own housework, tand hear, too, the 
sneers of the neighbors, who saw in 
her only the wife of man who had 
made a failure of life. 


When she was thirty-Eve years old 


and the civil war began her,troubles

Then began the steady rise of her 
husband in military rank and the 
series of victories that caused him to 
be regarded as the greatest general 
of his times. During these years of 
war. she was with him at the f font as 
often as possible, and at other times 
lived either at her father's home near 
St Louis or at her husband's father's 
home, then at Covington, Ky.

There were three years of 
comparative rest and pleasure that 
they enjoyed before the call to a still 
higher position came. 


It wasMJrith some reluctance that 


Mrs, Grant entered the white house, 
for her own home was very pleasant 
to her. Not until the fall of the year 
after her husband's inauguration did 
she take up the round', of social'duties; 
but then she attained' great.^sbcial 
successes. Children 'she always" kept 
around her, and in the'summer time 
the family traveled- a* great -; deal, 
more, perhaps, than the family of any

Mrs. Grant.went with her husband 


on his voyage around the world; be- 
gun soon after the close of tyte ad- 
ministration. She remarked that 
having learned a lesson from 
her 


predecessor, Penelope, she accompa- 
nied her Ulysses 'in his wanderings 
around' the world. In many lands, 
Mrs. Grant was given attention such 
as rarely fall to the lot of the wives 
of great men. An exceptional honor 
was a dinner given her by the wife 
of the viceroy of China. This was 
regarded as a most radical innova- 
tion, considering the Chinese customs 
of the time, and Mrs. Grant has been 
credited with having . accomplished 
much to break down Chinese exclu- 
siveness. 


During the days of'her husband's 


business misfortunes in Hew York, 
Mrs. Grant was a great 
source of 


strength to him, and she stood always 
for complete fulfillment of all obliga- 
tions and for the acceptance of no 
favors .that-would 
not have been 


shown any one else. 


Two days before 
the failure of 


Grantf& Ward, W. H. Vanderbilt de- 
manded of .General Grant the repay- 
ment of- $150,000 which he had 
loaned him. 
The money, could not 


be repaid, .and Mr. Vanderbilt began 
suit. General Grant allowed a judg- 
ment to be entered.against him, but 
soon after he and Mrs, Grant deeded 
to "Mr. Vanderbilt all "the property 
which they held jointly,

Vanderbilt wished to sell this real 
estate and create from it a trust fund 
for Mrs. Grant's ' benefit.

After General Grant's death a bill 


was passed by congress allowing Mrs, 
Grant an annual pension'of $5,000, 
following a precedent set in the case 
of the widows of 'other presidents.

BOYJS FRIGHTFUL PLUNGE. e 


Robert Ryan, about sixteen years 


of age, the son of Mr* and 
Mrs. 


Philip Ryan, 434 Montgomery street, 
and employed as a helper at the 
White Fruit house, fell down the ele- 
vator shaft at that institution late 
Saturday 
afternoon from the top 


floor to the basement, and while his 
injuries are very severe, he appears 
to be doing well and will probably 
recover, The accident occurred short- 
ly before 4 o'clock. Ryan had been 
sent to the upper fioor after a pail of 
beans and when his pail had been 
filled he went to the elevator shaft 
and pulled the cable to bring the car 
up from the basement.

was first to reach the scene and the 
injured boy was removed in the po- 
lice ambulance,to St. Joseph's hospi- 
tal, where Dr. Sledd, Drv C, B. Ste- 
men and Dr. A. H. Macbeth attended 
him. 
As he was being lifted into the 


ambulance young Ryan asked the 
attendants not to fail to notify his 
mother that hs had been 
injured. 


Examination of tne injuries revealed 
that Ryan had suffered a compound 
fracture of the left thigh, his left 
knee and both wrists are fractured, 
there is a deep cut beneath his chin 
and several teeth are knocked out, 
while a number 
of 'bruises were 


visible upon other parts of the body. 
Severe internal injuries were at first 
feared, but it is stated at -the hospi- 
tal today that the patient is making 
satisfactory 
progress

the

tions, and placing them in sanitary 
condition by plumbing and sewerage 
system; by creating isolated 
hos- 


pitals and pacing cases of infectious 
diseases therein; by a continual thor- 
ough disinfection of the sewers and 
streets by the use of electrozones; 
by the inspection of stables, bakeries, 
butcher shops, hotels, cafes, stores, 
etc.; by a house-to-house inspection, 
whereby all the houses in the city 
were inspected every two months; 
and by the installation of a sanitary 
system of plumbing wherever the 
sanitary condition of a house de- 
manded the same, and in the con- 
struction of all new houses, leports 
Jacob Sleeper, secretary of; the Uni- 
ted States legation in that city. As 
this system brought about to a great 
extent, healthy conditions 
hi- Ha- 


bana, it follows that the relaxation 
of that system will bring about,the 
former insanitaiy 
conditions to a 


greater or less degree. It is believed 
that such a relaxation is gradually 
but surely taking place.

AFTS* THE FIGHT WAS OVE1U 


|T last we were on our 


own side of the bridge 
—those who were left 
of us. Roll call show* 
ed thirty men missing 
from the first compa- 
ny* which" had carried 
only fifty men into ac- 
tion, besides several 


from each of the other companies. 
Some of the missing vw found dead or 
grounded in the creek and woods, with 
a larger number of the enemy la the 
game cooditloti. but after a careful 
count we found the Johnnies had se- 
cured about twice as many prisoners 
as we. 


The proceedings of the noxt hour or 


two would not have interested any ci- 
Tiliau spectator i» search of the glory 
of war. Several mounted men who 
had been hurried away to a farmhouse 
known to be about a mile down the 
road came back with all the farmer's 
wagons, carts, colored men, spades and 
picks. Into the wagons and carts on 
a lot of pine tufte hastily picked were 
placed the wounded and our own dead. 
The colored men, uot er the direction of 
the 'farmer, who had kindly volun- 
teered to help, buried the Confederate 
dead near the roacu'de. * £ome of the 
wounded groaned terribly, and one 
poor fellow air 48t broke my heart by 
faintly screaming "Father!" every mo- 
went I didn't feeLany better when 
we learned that the wounded boy 
tvhora we were about to cart away 
Tvns a son of the old man who was 
preparing the dead Confederates for 
their- last home. Then we knew why 


' the old man had offered to assist the 


bcriai party and why he had looked so 
qu ckly and Intently through the gath- 
er g dnek'fnto tbe faces of tbe dead. 
The boy bad been brought in later 
from the woods, ana the father would 
never have known of his presence had 
it not been for bis cries. 


The next scene was equally painful— 


)he old man begging, with tears in his 
tyes, to be allowed to take his wound- 
td.child to his own house and the ma* 
}or Insisting on his duty to carry all 
thVwotinded captives to our own camp. 
Several minutes before the old farmer 
bad been to us only a stay at home reb- 
el Now there wasn't a man of us who 
Irould not have added our entreaties 
io his fhad w? dared. It was a great 
relief to all of us when our assistant 
i urgeon, who had been rapidly examin- 


Tia old 


tha> tie 65y would" need frequent sur- 
iical attention instead of home nurs- 
ing if his life were to be saved, BO he 
would be better off in our hospital. 
Then the surgeon offered the farmer 
his hand, and after a shake the old 
toon sighed: 


i "I'll take your word for it." 


* I couldn't understand why a mere 
handshake was so convincing until one 
'of our middle aged chaps told me that 
both men were Freemasons. But the ag- 
buy for us was resumed after we start- 
ed, for camp, for the major, though 
tnie to the letter of his duty, was a 
Freemason himself, so he halted us in 
front of the old man's farm" long enough 
to let the family come out and bid the 
boy goodby, perhaps for the'last time. 
They came down with a lantern, for it 
was now quite darlc, and the mother 
b'obbod and walled as she leaned over 
the cart and did all her thinking aloud 
and t<n4 hovT handsome and cheery her 
hoy uctd looked when he took dinner at 
hom% a few hours before for the first 
time in months. 
His pretty , sister, 


whom all of us had adored from time 
to time as she stood at the farm gate 
\rith her father to see the soldiers pass 
by, prayed aloud for heaven's curse to 
fall on the man whose bullet had pierc- 
ed her brother's lungs, and 1 am sure 
each of us trembled at the thought that 
the bullet might have been his own. 
Near them stood a little brother and 
sister crying In the pitiful, hopeless 
way that my btother Ned did when he 
first hecrd that I was going to the war. 


Yet this was not,tbe only family that 


suffered by that engagement Besides 
the men killed outright, some of our 
own comrade* died afterward of their 
wounds without father, mother, fitter* 
or brothers to say goodby to them* Not 
all the missing were taken prisoners 
]>y the enemy, and nearly half a year 
of awful uncertainty and of frantic 
letter writing passed before we learned 
this through our captured men who re- 
turned when exchanged. One of otir 
mep, whose leg was broken by a bullet 
aid who then was knocked senseless 
by a glancing shot on his head, floated 
down the shallow stream some «Us* 
tance before he came to bis sensei and 
got aShore. "Stknching his wdUUd by 
tying a strip oMiis shirt tightly arotind 
his, l«fc he bound tbe broken limb in 
twigs and then spent two whole days 
and-rfifcbt* in drawling on his hand« 
and one knee to our nearest picket sta< 
tlon, several mUe« distant. In the ear* 
I?'Spring a colored wan who went to 
tW <i**?fc to fish found the remains of 
cue of "»ur,taea beside* a tree, r. ml' 
fealow *h*^ ti£eho of thfc fight, and 
•cfatcasd on the bark of the tree Weft 
It few words telling how tiie pfror fel 
low had died a lingering death from 
wotted** exposure and starvation, 
i Yet tht entire engagement, in.which 
•t full third of the roan on 
tho 


bridge were either kilted, wounded or 
captured within 15 tolttutet, was in 
nittllary parlance "merely a little

portionately were not ft* bloody. Fer- 
haps the story of this one will explain 
to some people why old soldiers when 
chatting together' about the war talk

The fight at the bridge was the *e- 


rerevt engagement in which oar com- 
pany had ever participated, *o 1 aught 
to' have .been to absorbed by it as 
to b? insensible to anything but my 
duty^as a soldier. I am glad to say 
that I loaded, aimed and fired as care- 
fully as lf~-oh, as if it were the first 
day of the "open season" for quail in 
the woods and fields near Summcrton. 
Nevertheless I frequently detected my- 
self ia the act of looking about me to 
see what other men were doing. 1 saw 
Cloyne loading and firing as placidly 
and smilingly as if he were merely 
making out bills at the Summertou 
lumber yard. 
Mick McTwyny was 


handling his carbine as energetically 
as If It were a coffee mill, yet in his 
excitement he was discharging It In 
tbe direction of'the sun, tho tree tops 
and his own toes* a* if the enemy were 
atoms of the surrounding air and could 
be easily hit by a man with his eyes 
shut Meanwhile he was volubly curs* 
ing his platoon in English and Irish, 
with some assistance from the verb!* 
age of the holy Scriptures and the vo- 
cabulary of the Bowery, for not firing 
more rapidly and carefully,

he shouted. "He's puttin' rebs into pur* 
gatory as fast as if he was walkla' to 
Sunday school in Summerton."

WOKSE THAN STAGE FRIGHT. 
One of the most effective 
public 


speakers in New York state was tell- 
ing some of his experiences, a few 
nights ago, says the New York Sun,' 


up, ana that is the fellow; who .asks 
a question about something foreign 
to the line of argument I am mak- 
ing. 


"If a question is asked on the same 


subject it does not break tho thread 
of the discourse. But for a chap ,to 
yell out an inquiry merely to attract 
attention to himself and distract.the 
attention of the audience from the 
speaker is a thing I have never been 
able to meet successfully. 


"It is a hackneyed saying that any 


fool can ask a question. There is 
nearly always one fool at a public 
meeting and the bigger the fool he 
is the more consternation he can 
create. 


"I am credited with being quick 


at repartee, and a public speaker 
must school himself to that, but the 
fool question usually floors the best 
of us before we can fire back. The 
best public speakers usually digest 
their thoughts, before uttering them, 
or at least stick up a few mental 
sign boards—except on impromptu 
occasions, which are rare, between 
ourselves. 


"When a speaker has put tip his 


sign-boards and is making his jumps 
from one to another, and a fool 
crosses his path it is disturbing to 
the best of us. The speaker who has 
his audience with him can generally 
rely upon the audience to squelch the 
fool, but that does not prevent the 
speaker. from becoming 
deflected. 


The fool has one thought an'd springs 
it. The speaker has a lot of thoughts 
to keep track of. 


"I have never stepped before an 


audience in my career that I did not 
wonder right at the start where the 
fool was. He has not always ap- 
peared to the audience, but he is al- 
.^vays present in my mind. I have 
spoken to other public speakers on 
this subject and they all admit the 
same thing."

opened the navigation of the Orinoc- 
co river. Two warships will patrol 
the mouths of the river and the river 
itself. This meauire applies only to 
foreign ships.

A SETTLEMENT 


Will Bombard No More Cities 


in Venezuela Pending 


Peace Move, 


RECEIVES A PROPOSITION 


United States Will Not Abide 


the Blockade of All Ven- 


ezuelan Ports.

London, Dec. 10.—The Associated 


Press has reason to believe that or- 
ders will or have been sent to the 
British 
commander in Venezuelan 


waters to take no further aggressive 
action at present, pending a decision 
being arrived at on the proposal for 
arbitration. 


This came in the form of « proposal 


throug-h the United States govern- 
ment to submit the claims of British 
and German subjects to arbitration, 
which Lord Lansdowne announced 
later in the day in the house of lords 
is "now under consideration by the 
British government." 


Lord Lansdowne added: 
"We are greatly indebted to the 


good offices of the United States min- 
ister at Caracas in obtaining the re- 
lease of the British and German sub- 
jects. He had no official information 
regarding the reported bombardment 
of Porto Cabello. 


Continuing, the foreign secretary 


said that 
since the parliamentary 


paper giving the Venezuelan corres- 
pondence had been issued the gov- 
ernment had received from Minister 
Haggard a cabled summary of what 
purports to be Venezuela's reply to 
the 
British 
ultimatum. 
Therein 


Venezuela complains that no repara- 
tion was offered by Great Britain for 
the landing 
of marines or for the 


conduct of the British authorities of 
Trinidad. This dispatch closed with 
saying Venezuela represented that as 
her treasury was exhausted it was 
impossible for the government to 
meet its debts for the moment, but 
directly pence wr.s declared it v.-cu!d 
not be necessary to remind the Ven- 
ezuelan government of its obliga- 
tions. 


Lord Lansdowne's statement was 


drawn out by Earl Spencer, who re- 
ferred to the manner in which the 
foreign secretary recently "criticised 
and made sarcastic and jocular re- 
marks regarding that small country, 
Venezuela." The earl said he con- 
sidered it to be most unfortunate 
that the foreign 
secretary should 


have adopted a tone towards a coun- 
try with which 
negotiations were 


pending. 


It was learned this evening that 


the proposals now before the British 
government are the original pro- 
posals forwarded by Minister Bowen, 
but which now have received a strong 
support from the United States gov- 
ernment. 


UNITED STATES MAY ACT. 
Washington, Dec. 15.—Minister 


Bowen has confirmed the press re- 
ports to tho effect that the guns o[ 
the allied fleet which 
bombarded 


Puerto Cabello late Saturday nfter- 
noon were directed entirely at the 
fortifications aud not at the town. 


Regretablc as it was, this state- 


ment relieves the affair of the.first 
suspicion that it consitutecl a viola- 
tion of international law, in the fact 
that twenty-four hours' notice was 
not served of the bombardment. The 
requirement as to notice applies to 
unfortified or fortified towns where 
the fire must bs directed upon the in- 
habitants and this was not this case 
at Puerto Cabello, so that while the 
officials here regret that the firinrj 
took place they have as yet no cause 
to protest. 
But it is now probable 


that the United States will break its 
attitude of inactivity in the event 
that an attempt is made to enforce 
the "'peaceful blockade" toward an 
American ship. 
When the 
allies 


were considering the ways and means 
of bringing Venezuela to terms and 
a blockade of this character had been 
decided upon, tlio German govern- 
ment informed the 
United States 


that when the blockade was estab- 
lished it would turn back all ship- 
ping, though no effort would be made 
to seize the ships. The United Etates 
government made no response to this 
statement at the time (last year) not 
feeling called upon to do so before 
presentation of an actual case. 
But 


now that the blockade is sought to 
bo established. Secretary Hay hns in- 
formed the general government thnt 
American ships should not be inter- 
fered with in their trading, except 
the inhibition applies to cJl shipping, 
and further, the note indicates a dis- 
anprovnl of stoppage at nil. 


FOLLOXVING A PRECEDENT. 
In so doing tho state department 


is following a precedent, for during 
tho effort of th-3 powers tc establish 
a "peaceful blockade" of Crete 
in 
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1898, Secretary Sherman formally re- 
corded a refusal to be bound by It. 
It happened that no American ship 
had occasion to enter a Cretan port 
during the brief period of time the 
blockade was in force so the issue 
was not made then, but in the pres- 
ent case with regular lines of Amer- 
ican steamers entering: Venezuelan 
ports at short intervals, a test case 
may soon iollow. 
It is within the 


legal right of the allies to close these 
ports, but probably this can be ac- 
complished without protest on our 
purt only after a formal declaration 
of war. Ths hope is growing here 
that such a declaration can, after all, 
be averted owing to the energy with 
which Mr. Bcwcn has acted. 
The 


proposal of President C.istro to the 
allied powers for a peaceful settle- 
ment was suggested by Mr. Bowen, 
and it came to the state department 
through his hands. It has been for- 
warded to London and Berlin through 
the embassies here and as both Great 
Britain and Germany have heretofore 
nrofessed a desire to settle the issues 
peaceably, it is hoped that they will 
avail of this opportunity. The pro- 
posal did not mention ths method of 
arbitration, nor the limitations, and 
the point of doubt, which may pre- 
vent the acceptance of the scheme, 
is believed to be Castro's unwilling- 
ness to bind himself in advance to 
the recognition of the principle of lia- 
bility. He would leave Hie arbitra- 
tors to determine whether or not he 
is liable at all.

Mrs. Julia A. Hewes, widow of the 


late James C. Hewes, and for many 
years a well known and highly es- 
teemed resident of this city, died at 
7:30 o'clock this morning at her 
home, 438 East lewis street Mrs. 
Hewes' age was 76 years, 2 months 
and 19 days, and her death was due 
to paralysis. 


The end came very suddenly, and 


just at a time when the aged patient 
seemed safely upon the road to re- 
covery from a previous attack of par- 
qlysis sustained a month ago. Mrs. 
Hewes had been in frail health, orig- 
inating from a severe attack of sci- 
atic rheumatism several years ago, 
which left her badly crippled, and for 
some years she had been compelled to 
use crutches in getting about the 
house. Four years ago, upon the day 
of her husband's death, Mrs. Hewes 
suffered an attack o£ heart disease, 
which prostrated her, and terminated 
in a stroke of paralysis. 


The patient to a large extent recov- 


ered from its, effects, but a month 
ago sustained a second stroke of 
paralysis, and for some days her life 
hung in the balance. Manifesting a 
marvelous recuperating power, how- 
ever, the aged patient soon showed 
an improvement that promised com- 
plete recovery. 
For the post week 


she had been able to sit up in her 
room, and was looking forward with 
expectancy this morning when it had 
been planned that she was to get 
downstairs. 


CAME VEBY SUDDENLY. 


Mrs. Hewes complained of feeling 


badly when she awoke today, but had 
risen from her, bed shortly after 7 
o'clock, when she was prostrated by 
a third attack of paralysis. Mem- 
bers of the family rushed to her side 
and assisted her back upon the bed, 
but death ensued almost instantly, 
and the end was as peaceful and 
serene as her long life had been. 


Mrs. Hewei was born in Beading, 


Pa., September ^8, 1826, and spent 
her girlhood in ihat city. Here, also, 
she was united in marriage to James 
C. Hewes, October .12, 1847. 
They 


resided for some years in Altoona and 
PIttsburg, locating in Fort "Wayne in 
1865. The husband was for nearly 
fifty years an employe of the Penn- 
sylvania Bailroad company, and at 
the time of his death was foreman of 
the railway company's boiler shops 
in this city. 


The aged woman was the mother 


of three children. A son died In in- 
fancy, and two daughters survive. 
They are Mrs. William Cherry, now 
a resident of Ashley, and Mrs. Mar- 
garet Piper, who lived with her 
mother In the lewis street home, 
which has been the family residence 
for many years. 
There are 
eight 


grandchildren and two great-grand- 
children. Mr. and Mrs. Hewes ob- 
served the golden anniversary of 
their marriage five years ago. 


Mrs. Hewes possessed a very wide 


acquaintance and she was held in the 
highest esteem. Her long life was 
devoted unselfishly to the welfare of 
others, and in the kindly heart, the 
lofty character, the sunny disposi- 
tion and the considerate, 
helpful, 


thoughtful nature there was blended 
admirable womanhood of the most ex- 
alted and lovable type.

will bring a deep and genuine sorrow 
to the hearts of many friends outside 
the immediate family circle.

Hewes was in early life a member of 
the Reformed church, but since living 
in Fort Wayne she had been an at- 
tendant of the Third Presbyterian 
church.

Charles W. Hand, secretary of the 


finance committee of the Presbyter- 
ian foreign mission board, occupied 
the pulpit at tho First Presbyterian 
church Sunday morning and in the 
evening made an address at the Third 
church. 
At both churches he de- 


scribed the work of the board and 
gave some interesting figures as to 
what has been accomplished and 
what it is proposed to do in the com- 
ing decade. Mr. Hand spoke in part 
as follows at the First church: 


"If Christ'3 command, 'Go ye into 


all the world and preach the gospel,' 
is not obeyed in the proper spirit, it 
is doubtful if the world will ever bo 
converted to Christ. If the church 
is to rise to its responsibility and op- 
portunity, it must get behind this 
command to the heart of love that 
prompted the command. 
We must 


not forget Calvary In this work; we 
must not forget the cross. Can the 
favored nations o£ Christendom say 
that Christianity's benefits are for 
them aloncP Can we limit His power 
and love to ourselves? Can we take 
it merely that we can give it to our 
children? 


"Not long ago Dr. Ellenwood came 


into my office and laid five twenty- 
dollar gold pieces on my desk and 
told me a story connected -Kith tlio 
money. It had been saved dollar by 
dollar by a woman in poor circum- 
stances with which to be buried de- 
cently when she died. She had the 
money quite a while and felt that 
something should be done with it for 
the good of others, instead of having 
it idly by her, so she handed it to Dr. 
Ellenwood to be used for foreign 
missions, with the statement that the 
Lord had taken care of her while she 
lived and would take care of her 
when she died. Now that was sacred 
money, and all money the mission 
board handles is sacred money. 


'The Presbyterian board of foreign 


missions was first formed in 1831 in 
Pitteburg by the Plttsburg synod. 
Until 1862 it was merely a Christian 
association, not recognized as a cor- 
poration by the state. In that year a 
charter was obtained. 
The board 


consists of twenty-one members, of 
which cloven are ministers and ten 
laymen. Tho ministers are among 
the best known in the country and 
hnvi" chn.rgeB in New York and vi- 
cinity. 
The laymen are nearly all 


men prominent 
in the financial 


world, men whose time is very valu- 
able, yet who cheerfully give a part 
of it to the work of the church. The 
board meets twice a month and there 
are frequent committee meetings be- 
tween 
times. 
The 
Presbyterian 


board is the oldest but one in the 
world, its predecessor in mission 
work being the Ancient and Honor- 
able Church Mission Society of Lon- 
don. 
The work of the board ia done 


systematically 
and is divided up 


among a number of committees. 
Probably the most important of these 
committees is the finance committee, 
of which I am secretary, which 
composed of five laymen. 


"The most arduous task of this 


board is the apportionment of funds 
among the different missions. There 
remain but four and a half months of 
the fiscal year, yet we must collect 
$650,000 in order to meet our obli- 
gations. We have requests for ?!,- 
250,000. 
Now we could put our- 


selves on the safe side and appropri- 
ate say $750,000, but it would be 
disastrous to the cause. 
There are 


many native teachers and mission 
workers who work for almost noth- 
ing, but they must know where their 
living is coming from and it would 
be a blow to mission work if we could 
not pay them the little they get for 
their services. 


"We are often asked if we are not 


attempting the impossible. No, we ore 
not. 
We So not claim that every 


heathen will become a Christian in 
twenty-five years or less, but we do 
claim that every one will be given an

SOUTH BEND MAN IS 


ROBBERS 


J, M. Koonsman Killed by 


Three Negroes Who Tried 


to Hold Him Up. 


South Bend, Ind., Dec. 15.— Jolm 


M. Koonsman, one of the best known 
German residents of South Bend, was 
deliberately 
murdered 
Saturday 


night while resisting three negroes 
who atempted a hold-up in his gro- 
cery store. He succeeded in forcing 
the 
robbers to the entrance, 
and 


then, foiled in their design aud mad- 
dened by defeat, they turned on him 
and fired three shots into his body. 
Death was instantaneous. The mur- 
der 
was witnessed 
by Harvey 


Kletke, aged 17, a clerk in the store. 
The murderers are supposed to have 
escaped 
from the city on a freight 


train. 
, 


Kletke, the boy clerk, was too ex- 


cited to give a connected account of 
the shooting until two hours after 
the murder. 
The murderers laid 


their plans well and selected an op- 
portune moment to execute them. 
The store and street were deserted, 
save for the proprietor 
i.:id clerk. 


One man remained on the outside to 
watch, and the other two, witv>. re- 
volvers drawn and with the lower 
portion of their faces concealed by 
dark handkerchiefs, 
went inside. 


They ordered Koonsman and Kletke 
to throw up their hands. The latter 
obeyed, but Koonsman, thinking the 
unwelcome visitors were joking, only 
smiled. At the robbers' second com- 
mand Koonsman realized the seri- 
ousness of his position, and getting 
a broom he ran toward 
the men, 


fighting 
them until the door was 


reached, when the fatal shots were 
fired. 


The murder of Mr. Koonsman was 


the climax 
to a week of violence 


among the 
negroes of South Bend. 


Last Sunday morning William Hum- 
lie, a colored man from Indianapolis, 
threatened 
to kill his sweetheart, 


Lydia King, in a lunch counter room, 
and was shot and severely wounded 
by Lawrence Brewington. Tuesday 
night Bert White shot Weisman

attempted to shoot 


Sergeant of Police 
Joseph Luther, 


who was sent to arrest him.

The average man or youth 
that first takes up th« study of the 
(treat pastime seems to have an idea 
that be must rush right ic at his oppo- 
nent, with his head down and his eyes 
Bhut, swinging his i rms wildly, as if 
fighting a swarm of bees. Of courso it 
is all rlgh: to be enthusiastic, but never 
let anything take the place of cool cal- 
culation. 
In fact, box!:i£, above all 


other sports, requires that th« actlonj 
or its followers be yovemeu b> gciiur&i- 
ship and judgm int. Generalship is evea 
more important in th; ring than in a 
football or basebili game. The boxer 
should be like P. wi-.m;* Jockey who 
uses caution dralag ths cat'!/ part of a 
race and ther, aft Vn.-. opporuinltj arises, 
takes advantage of it in a second's 
time. When your long sought for open-

note the wordc of a famous literary 
man who once wrote;

"That Is sound advice which every 


bozcr can follow with certain reward. 


Relative to knockout blows the writ- 


er says in part: 


"In reading and talking about boxing 


one bears M great deal about knock- 
out blows. The nature of these blows 
is accurately described by their title. 
A knockout is a punch that renders a 
man uuable to face his opponent for 
ten seconds or more, and it can be de- 
livered in various ways to various 
points of his nnatoiuy. A knockout is 
generally delivered to one of four 
points—the chin, the pit of the stomach 
or solar plexus, under either ear, af- 
fecting the base of the brain, and over 
the heart. Most knockouts occur from 
the blow to the chin. 'The point of 
the chiu' is usually described as the 
landing place of « knockout of this 
sort, but in reality it is not to the point, 
but rather to either side of the exact 
point that the blow strikes. This is not 
noticed by many people, but it is never- 
theless true that few knockouts reach 
the extreme end of the lower Jaw. 


"From everyday descriptions it would 


seem to the uninitiated that knockouts 
delivered to the chin are very >>ilnful 
and that they are of long lasting el- i 
feet; but. on the contrary, the blow 
dei'dens the senses completely, making 
It impossible to feel pain or realize 
your condition. A knockout is as good 
an an.'esthctic as ether or gas. 
The 


suddenness of the punch, which Is not 
necessarily one of terrific force, is 
greatly responsible for the knockout, 
causing Hie upper part of the jawbone 
to jar the brain. 
Beyond feeling a 


slight shock, a man struck in this man- 
ner knows nothing until hi: begins to 
recover, when he hears a low buzzing, 
and all sounds seem distant. 
The 


counting of the referee and the commo- 
tion of the audience appear to draw 
nearer as his consciousness returns. 
In a few seconds he is on his feet 
again, and If well trained he is very 
little tho worse physically for his en- 
counter. 


"The blow under the car Is not n 


clean cut knockout. It befogs the brain, 
aud a man will stagger before falling. 
After his legs wabblo from under him 
he may regain his feet In live or six 
seconds. An experienced ninn will in- 
varlab'y stay down for full nine sec- 
onds In order to recuperate as much as 
possible. The novice in his enthusiasm 
Is prone to scramble to hit) feet as goon 
as he is able, regardless of consequen- 
ces, and rushes wildly at his opponent, 
hardly knowing what he Is doing, only 
to meet another blow, which is easily 
landed on n man In his weak condition. 


"The knockout to the pit of the stom- 


ach, better known as the 'solar plexus' 
blow, however, is distinctly painful. 
You do not lose consciousness, but you 
flnd yourself absolutely hclplest, dou- 
bled up as though stricken with violent 
cramps and unable to resume action. 
Oftentimes a man will sink to the floor 
with one knee, and in a few moments 
the other will follow. Finally he will 
fall flat oil the floor, realising tha1: the

Fruit That ItlvnU the Product of 
Arabia— Future of the Southwest. 
Uncle Sam's fruit sharps in the de- 


partment of agriculture predict that in 
a fevr years the United States will pro- 
duce enough dates to supply the home 
demand. Already date cultivation has 
passed the experimental stage, and a 
croj of Hue fruit has just been harvest- 
ed at Pbeuix, Ariz. This harvest has 
been gathered for several years, with 
an increase each year. 


The Colorado desert, with its vast rain- 


less regions, its intense summer heat and 
dry atmosphereaud the readiness of irri- 
gation in many places from the Colorado 
and Its many Arizona tributaries, aided 
by the water storage to be, is destined 
to rank as a second Sahara in the pro- 
duction of dates. Neither the alkali soil 
nor the alkali water hinders the thrift 
of the date palm. It is even claimed by 
some good judges that the alkali pro- 
motes the growth of the tree. It docs 
look so, for some of the most vigorous 
trees are seen in soil that Is white with 
alkali. No other fruit tree could endure 
a single season in such soil.

. Washington. 


DIED OF HEART FAILURE 


Only Her Daughter, Mrs. Sar- 


toris, With Her--Sketch of 


Her Life. 


Washington, Dec. 15.—Mrs. Ulys- 


ses S. Grant, widow of the former 
president of the United States, died 
at 11:17 last night at her home in 
this city from heart failure. 


Her daughter, Nellie 
Grant Sar- 


toris, was the only one of the child- 
ren, with her at the time of her death, 
but telegrams had been, sent to ]/jr 
three sons, General Fred D. Grant, 
commander 
of the 
department of 


Texas; Ulysses S. Grant, jr., and 
•Tessa Grant, both of whom are at 
San Diego, Cal., notifying them to 
come to Washing-ton, and it is sup- 
posed they are on the way. 


Mrs. Grant had been slowly sink- 


ing for days. She had not been well 
for a long time, and spent last sum- 
mer at 
Coburg, 
Canada, without 


gaining any gieiii. iciici. In Octo- 
ber she was taken seriously ill and 
was hurried to Washington. 
Since 


then she had been 
confined to her 


bed most of the time. 
Her trouble 


was valvular disease of the heart, 
aggravated by a severe attack of 
bronchitis. 
Her advanced age pre- 


vented her from rallying from the 
attack. 


SKETCH OF MRS. GRANT. 


Mrs. Grant was born on the White 


Haven farm, near St. Louis, Jan. 26, 
3.826. Her father, Colonel Frederick 
Dent, was a planter with an estate 
by no means largo, but with high so- 
cial pretentious. He was the son of 
that Captain George Dent who led 
tha forlorn hopo of Fort Montgomery 
when it was stormed by Mad An- 
thony Wayne. 


CAME OF GOOD STOCK. 


On her mother's side Mrs. Grant 


was descended from John Wrciishall, 
who emigrated from England to this 
country to escape religious persecu- 
tion and settled in Philadelphia. Pa. 


• At the age o£ 10 yesirs Julia Dent 
was sent to 2Jias Moreau's boarding 
school, where she remained for c-ight 
years. Her brother, F. T. Dent, was 
at the same time a cadet at West 
Point, and ;lt was through him that 


she met the man who -was to become 
her husband. 


When Lieutenant 
Grant upon his 


graduation was ordered to Jefferson 
barracks at St. Louis, located about 
five miles from the Dent plantation, 
young Dent, who had been a room- 
niato, was at the snme time ordered 
to the far west. He was not able to 
introduce his friend in person to his 
family, but it was not long before 
Grant saddled 
his horse and rode 


over to White Haven. 


Miss Dent was still at school at 


that time, but in a few months she 
returned to her home, her education 
finished, 
and 
from that moment 


Lieutenant Grant's visits to White 
Haven became much more frequent, 
and as he himself confesses in his 
memoirs much more pleasureable. 
There were many 
horseback rides 


which the two young people enjoyed, 
and though Colonel i)ent did not ad- 
mire the young lieutenant he had no 
objection to his occasional appear- 
ance.

born. 


Then came a separation, hard for 


both to boar. Captain Grant was or- 
dered to California, and his wife's 
health was far too delicate for her to 
endure tho long trip by way of the 
isthmus of Panama. Mrs. Grant 
went for a time to Bethel, Ky., her 
fatlisr-iu-law's home, where her sec- 
ond son, Ulysses, was born. Then 
nhe remained with her father in St. 
Louis, 


PINCHED FOR FUNDS. 


His inability to support his wife 


away from him 011 a captain's pay was 
one great reason for her husband's 
resignation from the army. He re- 
turned to her in 1854. poor and dis- 
heartened, with no prospects before 
him. Her father gave her a farm of 
sixty acres some miles from St. Louis 
and with her husband she settled on 
it, but it was a poor support that it 
gave.

were two years of life in St. Louis, 
in poverty hardly less in severity. 
In 1860 the Grants went to Galena, 
where Captain Grant's father had a 
store, managed by his other sons. 


Oil her husband's salary of $600 a 


year and with four children to sup- 
port Mrs. Grant's position was not 
enviable. 
She had to do all of her 


own housework, and hear, too, the 
sneers of the neighbors, who saw in 
her only the wife of man who had 
made a failure of life. 


When she was thirty-five years old 


and the civil war began her troubles 
of this character 
came to an end. 


Then began the steady rise of her 
husband in military rank and the 
series of victories that caused him to 
be regarded as the greatest general 
of his times. During these years of 
war she was with him at the front as 
often us possible, and at other times 
lived either at her father's home near 
St. Louis or at her husband's father's 
home, then at Ccvington, Ky. 
In 


the winter of 1864-5 she was with 
the general at City Point, and she 
accompanied him 
to Washington 


when he returned with his victorious 
army. 


SETTLED IN WASHINGTON. 
After the war, when General Grant 


settled in Washington as commander 
of the army, Mrs. Grant was able 
fnr the first time in many years to be 
with her husband end all her children 
at once. There were three years of 
comparative rest and pleasure that 
they enjoyed before the call to a still 
higher position came. 


It was -with some reluctance that 


Mrs. Grant entered the white house, 
for her own home was very pleasant 
to her. Not until the fall of the year 
after her husband's inauguration did 
she take up the round of social duties, 
but then she attained great social 
successes. Children she always kept 
oround her, and in the summer time 
the family traveled a great deal, 
more, perhaps, than the family of any 


other president 
up to '-that » tiihe. 


General Grant had a cottage at Long 
Branch, which was one of the fam- 
ily's favorite resting places. 


The marriage • of Nellie Grant to 


Algernon .Sartoris in. May, 1874, the 
seventh wedding that 
had , taken 


place in the white house, 'was an 
event of great national interest. As 
the years went on the entertainments 
at the white house became more and 
more magnificent, and the social ca- 
reer of Mrs. Grant as lady of the 
white house closed with one of the 
most splendid receptions ever given 
in it. 


Mrs. Grant went with her husband 


on his voyage around the world"; be- 
gun soon after the close of his ad- 
ministration. 
She remarked 
that 


having learned a lesson from 
her 


predecessor, Psnelope, she accompa- 
nied her Ulysses in his wanderings 
around the world. In many lands, 
Mrs. Grant was given attention such 
as rarely fall to the lot of the wives 
of great men. An exceptional honor 
was a dinner given her by the wife 
of the vicaroy of China. This was 
regarded as a most radical innova- 
tion, considering the Chinese customs 
of the time, and Mrs. Grant has been 
credited with having accomplished 
much to break clown Chinese cxclu- 
siveness. 


During the days of her husband's 


business misfortunes in New York, 
Mrs. 
Grant was a great 
source o£ 


strength to him, and she stood always 
for cornplet-3 fulfillment of all obliga- 
tions and for the acceptance of no 
favors that would 
not have been 


shown any one else. 


Two days before 
the failure of 


Grant & Ward, W. H. Vanderbilt de- 


ment of $150,000 
which ha had 


loaned him. The money could not 
be repaid, n.nd Mr. Vanderbilt began 
suit. General Grant allowed a judg- 
ment to be entered against him, but 
soon after he and Mrs. Grant deeded 
to Mr. Vanderbilt all the property 
which they held jointly. 


REFUSED THE OFFER. 


A time came later on when Mr. 


Vanderbilt wished to sail this real 
estate and create from it a trust fund 
for Mrs. Grant's benefit. 
To this 


proposition Mrs. Grant wrote in 
reply: "Upon reflection I find that I 
cannot, I will not, accept your mu- 
nificence in any form." 


After General Grant's death a bill 


was passed by congress allowing Mrs. 
Grant an annual pension of $5,000, 
following a precedent set in the case 
of tho widows of other presidents. 
Tho sale of her husband's memoirs 
also brought her in large amounts 
of money. 


She had lived quietly since then

BOY'S FRIGHTFUL PLUNGE. 


Robert Ryan, about sixteen years 


of age, the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. 


Philip Ryan, 434 Montgomery street,

Examination of the injuries revealed

THREW AWAY $40,000 


TO AVOID LAWSUITS 


Benjamin W. Gist, of Falls City, 


Neb., threw away $40,000 at St. Jo- 
seph, Mo., in seven days. He is not 
a drinking man, and is believed to be 
in his right mind^ Young Grist ia 
31 years old, and" fell heir to the 
money he threw away a short time 
ago, through the death of some rela- 
tives. The bulk of it was left to 
him at the death, of an uncle, whose 
favorite he was. 
When the uncle 


died Gist w;is not of age, and an- 
other uncle was appointed guardian 
for him. His guardian said that the 
money should have been divided be- 
tween the nephews and nieces of the 
dead man, and 
there was talk of 


bringing suit to break the will. The 
suit was 
not filed, however, and 


when Gist became of age there was 
nothing to do but deliver the legacy 
over to him. 


For several weeks the money re- 


mained in the banks untouched, and 
young Gist says he was thinking all 
the time of dividing it among his 
relatives, or, at least, of giving them 
a share of It. He owns a farm and 
considerable other property, In addi- 
tion to the legacy. 
The relatives of 


the young man kept clamoring 
for 


a division of the $40,000 and quar- 
relled among themselves as to how 
it should 
be divided. 
They wera 


not willing to allow Gist to appor- 
tion it as he pleased. 


"I will see my aunt 
about It," 


said the young man. "She will ad- 
viso me, and I will take her ad- 
vice." 


The aunt lives in Atchison coun- 


ty, Mo. She thought her own child- 
j-en .should 
havo 
the most of the 


money. 
Then Gist wont to see the 


uncle, who said he would rather see 
the money given to tho poor than 
given to one member of the family. 
He thought his brother should have 
divided It among the brothers and 
sisters, instead of giving the entire 
sum to one nephew. 


Young Gist returned home and se- 


cured a draft for the $40,uOO, which 
he deposited in one of the banks in 
this city. His relatives knew noth- 
ing about it. The next day he hired 
a carriage, drove to the bank, drew 
a check for $0,000 and asked the 
cashier to give it to him in gold. 


"I shall draw out my entire 
de- 


posit during the next few days," he 
said, "and I want it ail in gold." 


With the sacks of money in the 


carriage beside him, Gist went into 
the district where the poor live und 
distributed $20 g-old pieces among 
them. 
To give himself courage he 


took several drinks, but at no time 
during the seven days ho was sow- 
ing gold pieces did he become intoxi- 
cated. When he met school children 
in the street he gave them gold 
pieces. Old men and women profited 
by his liberality and were made com- 
fortable for many montns to come 
by his gifts. 


Gist gave away $5,000 the first 


afternoon and followed 
It up the 


next day by giving away a larger 
sum. 
He became reckless at times 


and, 
ordering the 
driver 
to stop 


where he found a crowd assembled 
on the street, 
sowed 
gold 
pieces 


broadcast. He gave money alike to 
the deserving and the undeserving, 
to "the just and unjust," as he ex- 
pressed it. 
His design was to gat 


rid of the $40.000 and place it where 
it could not be collected again. Ho 
succeeded in giving it all away. 
It 


is said that he paid $100 for a box of 
cigars and $5 for every drink that 
was taken at his expense. 
When 


he had his shoes shined he paid the 
bootblack a twenty-dollar gold piece 
and would not accept, the change. All 
that he desired was that the money 
should be placed in circulation. 


Several attempts were made to bor- 


row money from him, but Gist re- 
fused to loan it. 
He appeared to 


kiio-.v impostors as soon HS they ap- 
proached him, and refused to iiiveut 
in any of their schemes. 
If they 


secured any of his money it was by 
picking it up from tho street where 
ho had thrown it. 
Soon after Gist 


had made Iris last visit to the bank 
he was arrested by Patrolman Pen- 
dleton, who found 
him 
throwing 


money into a crowd of people at tho 
Union Passenger station. 
Gist had 


been drinking some that tiny, a ml this 
policeman pent him to the Ct-ntral 
station, where ho wns hold until his 
relatives could bo notified. 


Two of his under, came to the city 


at once, and the yourg 
mnn 
was 


taken into rourt, where one of hM 
uncles was appointed guardian for 
him. 
An effort, was mndc then to 


recover some of the money Gist had 
thrown away, but very little of it 
could be found. 


At one street, corner, where Gist 


was said to have thrown nway some- 
thing1 over $2,000 n druggist had 
picked up fen of the twenty-dollar 
fjnld" pieces and lio returned thorn In 
tho guardian of the young 
man. 


Aside fror.x that only a few dollars 
could be recovered. 


Young Gist is at liberty 
r.gnin, 


and does not appear to regret tho 
disposition ho made of tho money. 
It is said that his relatives 
were 


preparing to bring suit to break tho 
will and got their 
share 
of 
t!w 


money but the young man forestalled 
them. 
Some of them have declared 


that the amount tlirowa a\yay by 


Gist was not $40,000 but a much 
smaller sura. Gist has not made any 
statement about it, but it is certain 
that he had $40,000 on deposit in the 
bank, and that he drew that amount. 


Lawyers have told Benjamin Gist 


that his title to the legacy left by 
his uncle was perfect, and that the 
will could not have been broken. The 
young man did not express any re- 
gret for tho loss of the fortune. H« 
had determined that he would not 
become involved, in litigation with 
his relatives and also that 
they 


should not receive any of the money- 
left to him.

The boy had been brought In later 
from the woods, ana the father would 
never bare known of his presence had 
It not been for his cries. 


The next scene was equally painful- 


She old man begging, with tears in bis 
tves. to be allowed to take bis wound- 
td child to his own house and the ma- 
jor Insisting on his duty to carry all 
the wounded captives to our own camp. 
Several minutes before the old farmer 
had been to us only a stay at home reb- 
el. Now there wasn't a man of us who 
would not have added our entreaties 
to his had wo dared. It was a great 
relict to nil of us wtan our assistant 
•urgcon, who had been rapidly examin- 
ing Ui^wpund4j4>ji*silf.?<Lthe old man 
thatTjieTioy would need frequent sur- 
rlcal attention Instead of home nurs- 
ing If his life were to be oared, ao he 
would be better off In our hospital. 
Then the surgeon offered the farmer 
his hand, and after a shako the old 
man sighed: 


"I'll talte your word for It." 
I couldn't understand why a mere 


handshake was so convincing until one 
Of our middle aged chaps told me that 
both men were Freemasons. But the ag- 
ony for us was resumed after we start- 
ed for camp, for the major, though 
true to the letter of his duty, was a 
Freemason himself, so he halted us In 
front of tlio old mnn's farm long-enough 
to let the family come out and bid the 
hoy goodby, perhaps for the last time. 
They came down with a lantern, for It 
w«s now quite dark, and the mother 
sobbed fliul walled as she leaned over 
the cart and did all her thinking aloud 
and told hov handsome and cheery her 
hoy hud looked when he took dinner at 
horoi a few hours before for the first 
time in months.

Besides 
the men killed outright, some of our 
own comrade* died afterward of their 
wounds without father, mother, sisters 
or brothers to say goodby to them. Not 
all the missing were taken prisoner* 
by the enemy, and nearly half a year 
of awful uncertainty and of frantic 
letter writing passed before we learned 
this through our captured men who re- 
torned when exchanged. One of onr 
men, whose leg was broken by a ballet 
and wbo then was knocked senseless 
by a glancing shot on bis head, floated 
flown the shallow stream some dis- 
tance before he came to his senses and 
got ashore. Stanching his wound by 
tying a strip of tils shirt tigbrly aronud 
his log, he bound the broken limb in 
twigs and then spent two whole day* 
and nightt In crawling on his hands 
and one kneo to our nearest picket sta- 
tion, several miles distant. In the ear- 
ly spring a colored man who went to 
the oyseK to tish found the remains of 
one of our mea betide a tree, r. milo 
l»«low t.h« scene of tho fight, and 
scratched on the bark of the tree were 
a row word's telling how the poor fel- 
low had died a lingering death from 
•wounds, exposure and starvation. 


Yot the entire engagement, in which

icllltary parlance 
"merely 
a little 


brush." Mention of It never got Into 
the newspapers. 
There wer* thou- 


sands like It. except for the falling 
bridge during the war. the result* be- 
X? too smali or gradual to be part of 
the history which wa* being cisde by 
•orao jfTHit ecsaecmcnts. which p 


portlonatcly were not so bloody. Fer- 
haps the story of this one will explain 
to some people why old soldiers when 
chatting together about the war talk 
much of the march and camp, but very 
little about fighting. 


The flght at the bridge was the se- 


Terest engagement In which onr com- 
pany had ever participated, so 1 ought 
to have .been so absorbed by it as 
to be insensible to anything but my 
duty as a soldier. I am glad to say 
that I loaded, aimed and fired as care- 
fully as if—oh, as if It were the first 
day of the "open season" for quail in 
the woods and fields near Summerton. 
Nevertheless I frequently detected my- 
self in the act of looking about me to 
see what other men were doing. 1 saw 
Cloyne loading and firing as placidly 
and smilingly as If he were merely 
making out bills at the Summer-ton 
lumber yard. 
Mick McTwyny was 


handling his carbine as energetically 
as If It were a coffee mill, yet in his 
excitement he was discharging It In 
the direction of the sun, tho tree tops 
and his own toes, as if the enemy were 
atoms of the surrounding air and could 
be easily hit by a man with his eyes 
shut. Meanwhile he was volubly curs-
